the manufacturers. 
The investigating 


committee is to decide whether it will be 
more economical to establish an armor 
plant and make armor in preference to 
paying what the manufacturers ask per 
ton. In coing this they will have to con- 
sider the cost of a large armor plant, and 
its relation to tns government's needs. 
Our naval development cannot be a3 
continuous as that ol Great Britain, be- 
cause we are not in so much need of 
sea power, and when we have buiit 
warships to the extent of our needs an 
armor plant will be a dead investment. 


There are objections to the govern- 


ment's assumption of work of this kind 
when the proposition is viewed from the 
.standpoint of progressive military men- 
It is said that the rifle now used by the 
United States army is an inferior weapon, 
compared with nrmy rifles used by other 
governments, but the government could 
not secure the right to manufacture the 
other rifles, and therefore contented it- 
self with the inferior weapons. It would 
be unwise to purchase anything but the 
best material for cur army or navy, and it 
would be equally unwise for the govern- 
ment to make inferior weapons and am- 
munition in preference to buying the best.

Crop reporters who have widely differed 


now agree in putting the yield of wheat 
about 581,000,000 to 51)0,000,000 bushels, 
which is nearly 200,000,000 bushels more 
than will be required for home use, keep- 
ing stocks as they were July 1, the lowest 
for seven years. Foreign reports indicate 
a larger demand. With less favorable re- ' 
ports of yield, corn exports fall slightly i 
with small difference in price. Cotton is i 
unchanged in price with larger consum-, 
ing demand, though big crop estimates do 
not appear to be disputed. 


Heavy crops mean greater business for 


railroads, and earnings have been increas- 
ing each week in September compared 
with last year, so that the aggregate of 
returns for the month, 12.8 percent larger 
than in 1396, are l.S per cent larger than 
in 
1SD2. 


Wool has now reached an average of 


20.37 cents per pound, showing a rise of 
eight cents since a year ago, with a ' 
much heavier rise on some qualities, but 
following an average decline of 11 cents 
from March, 1S93. The rise has so greatly ; 
exceeded the advance in prices of woolen 
goods that the mills might have to pause 
but for tUe very large stocks purchased in j 
advance. Goods are strong, with a further 
advance in some grades, but in the aggre- 
gate thu i far not 20 per cent from the low 
est point against 60 per cent advance 
in the average price of wool. Dealings in 
cotton goods are delayed by weakness in 
raw cotton, but neither print cloths nor 
other goods have declined since last week) 
and though the mills are not quite fully 
employed, a continued increase in con- 
sumption is with reason expected. The 
disastrous influence of the great rise in 
boots and shoes and in leather during the 
fall of 1^95 still checks dealings in those 
product1-, and slow business has now 
brought a slight decline in the average 
price of boots and shoes, and also in prices 
of sole leather, while hides are again a 
shadelo-.ver at Chicago. 


The complete returns of failures for 


September and the quarter, both by states 
and by branches of business given today, 
'orm the most encouraging report which 
it has been possible to make for several 
years. Failures for the week were 212 in 
the United States, aga'nat 296 last year, 
and 29 iu Canada, against 43 last year.

Fred Mather, who has beenj interested 


in poultry raising for several years, is pre- 
paring to engage in the business on a 
much larger scale than heretofore. He is 
soon to move to what is known as the 
Mather place on Main street, at the head 
of Colo 'avenue, the house having been 
occupied by C. H. King for about a dozen 
years. The place contains several acres 
of land, and is an excellent basis for the 
extensive business which Mr. Mather 
purposes to conduct. He is now building 
two poultry houses, each 75 feet long and 
12 feet wide, and will also move to this 
groand a hennery which he has been us- 
ing. This building is 75 feet long and 14 
feet wide. The houses will be divided 
into 12 compartments eacb, the partitions 
feeing of wire netting, and will be lathed 
and plastered and well supplied with 
glass, so they will be very warm. The 
floors will be cobble stones covered with 
sand, and under the sills cement will bo 
j 


applied, making the buildings rat and j 
skunk proof. On the north and south j 
sides of the buildings will tie yards 100 feet 
deep and as -wide as the length of the 
houses, which will give the fowls plenty 
of out-door room. The roosts and .nests 
will be arranged in t. manner to insure 
the greatest cleanliness and convenience. 
Running water will be provided and tho 
establishment, when all is complete, will 
be superior to any thing of tho kind in thi8 
part of Berkshire. The lot slopes to the 
south and east, and is well sheltered 
from the north and west winds, and isgan 
ideal location for the poultry business. 


Mr. Mather intends to keep 500 fowls 


through the coming winter. His stock is 
all thoroughbred, the varieties including 
black, white and brown Leghorns, white 
barred and buff Plymouth Rocks, whita 
and black Minorcas, gul, pile and pit 
Games. Eggs and fowls are sold at fancy 
prices, and Mr. Mather will also make a 
specialty of producing eg^s for the market 
during the winter, when they are usually 
scarce and high. But all eggs placed upon 
the common market will be treated so 
that they will be worthless for hatching 
purposes. This is the practice of all rais- 
ers of fancy poulty. 


Mr. Mather believes tht business will 


yield good profits and his belief is based 
on his past experience. 
He is certainly 


preparing to conduct the business in an 
advantageous way and ought to be able to 
find the profits if there are any in it.

IN ADAMS PULPITS 


Two Important Discourses 


Delivered Sunday in the 


South Town. 


CURTIS GUILD, JR., OF BOSTON 


Rev. 0. I. Darling, Pastor of St. Paul's 


Universalist 
Church, 
Estimates 


the Newspapers. Mr. Guild 


Speaks on Practical 


Patriotism. 


There were two important discourses in 


the Adnms pulpit" Sunday. One was by 
Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston, who is the 
truest of W. B. PlunkeH, and the other 
was by Rev. O. I. Darling, the able pastor 
of St. Paul's Universalist church. Mr. 
Guild gave a very instructive address on 
an important topic and Company It hon- 
ored the speaker with its presence. Rev. 
Mr. Darling spoke on a topic that has 
been handled from the other side in this 
citj, and his arguments appeal to the 
common reason if not to the superior cir- 
cle who need and use but condemn the 
newspaper. Short abstracts of the ad" 
dresses follow: 


Curtis GuilJ Jr. of Boston occupied the 


Eev. Mr. Penniman's pulpit last night at 
Adams and preached a lay sermon on 
"Practical Patriotism." 


He began with an allusion to the Con- 


cord church where the Provincial con- 
gress was organized and whence the 
"minute men" were sent forth to battle. 
"Christianity and citizenship are one in 
this, that each is based upon self sacri- 
fice," 


Mr. Guild then touched upon the com- 


pact to which the citizen was bound by 
the constitution of the commonwealth 
and of the union. He described the fail- 
ures of the jury sy£>tem%as due to the bad 
citizenship of intelligent men who shirked 
tneir solemn duty to their country and 
avoided drudgery in her behalf. He made 
similar points on attendance at primaries 
and caucuses and on enlistment in the 
militia. 


He deplored the habit of excessive leg- 


islation. ''Our failings are not so much 
due to a faulty system as to the men that 
compose the system. It is Dot the weapon 
that fails us but'the man behind the gun. 
All the legislation in the world cannot 
make a, nation strong if its citizenship is 
ieeblo." 


Mr. Guild then cited various events of 


the past two years as evidence of the 
improved condition of the country and of 
the greater sense of individual responsi- 
bility among its citizens. His address was 
filled with Illustrations drawn from the 
history of other republics, ancient and 
modern.

of attending in a body. 


Eev, O. I. Darling gave a:i address at St. 


Paul's church, Adams, Sunday evening on 
"The Newspaper as a Force 'n Eduoa~ 
lion." Among the points made were, 
first, the press educates, for it is a perpet- 
ual object lesson in reasoning. 
The edi- 


toiial page interprets the events of the 
day, shows how they originated, and indi- 
cates their probable results. News has 
behind it causes and laws, and the news- 
paper in setting them forth, stirs the 
reader to exercise his powers of appre- 
hension. 


Second, The newspaper teaches fair- 


ness and impartiality. Read n journal for 
a year, see how even-handedly it deals 
with the multitude of matters handled in 
its columns. It shows how to hold men, 
societies and nations in good or evil re- 
pute according to their merits. 


Third, The newspaper preaches right- 


eousness. The way of the transgressor 
is hard;-the end of the good man is peace. 
By the aid of-the newspaper a criminal is 
hunted down, and there is for him no es- 
cape. 


Fourth—A great newspaper teaches its 


readers to forget and be ashamed of nar- 
rowness and provincialism and to be 
citizens of the world. 


Fifth—The newspapers have taught us 


a more reasonable religion. They have 
insisted upon progress in this field, and 
have made possible the milder theologi- 
cal atmosphere we 
are permitted to 


breathe.
